The administration will not seek other revenue in­ 
creases to balance the budget despite continuing infla­ 
tion.

Antiwar activity on college 
and university campuses con­ 
tained at a low-key pace Tues­ 
day, as students focused their 
immediate attention on upcom­ 
ing final exams and commence­ 
ment. Many youngsters made 
plans 
for 
political 
action 
through the summer. 
Officials at A& T State Uni­ 
versity at Greensboro, N.C., an­ 
nounced final exams would be 
held 
five 
days 
earlier 
than 
scheduled so students could par­ 
ticipate in "expressions of na­ 
tional concerns." The student 
government had asked for the 
change. 
The University of Notre Dame 
in South Bend., Ind , announced 


that for the first time the presi-j

Lafayette College in Easton,

About 200 students at the pre- 
d o m i n a n t l y black college 
blocked a small group of men, 
apparently investigators, from 
the spot where the two were 
shot by police. 
The students said the men 


were workmen, planning to re-1 
pair damage to a women’s dor-! 
mitorv hit by police bullets. 
“ We don’t want to let them tear1; 
down these scars," said one stu­ 
dent. 
College officials said the men 
were there to collect evidence.

Opposition To SST Rises 


Opposition to continued federal in­ 
volvement in putting a U.S. supersonic 
transport plane on the market keeps 
growing. Meanwhile, supporters of the 
project have had little to say of late. 
Perhaps they feel that if they keep 
their heads down and hang tight, the 
opposition will go away. 


We do not think it will, for the 
excellent reason that those opposed 
have a rising weight of evidence on 
their side. As the project continues, 
it becomes increasingly clear th a t the 
federal government is making an enor­ 
mous investment with little prospect 
of getting much in return. The main 
beneficiary will be the aviation 
in­ 
dustry, which is itself not gambling 
much on a chancy undertaking. 
The opposition gained an addition­ 
al boost the other day when a longtime 
former chief of the Federal Aviation 
Administration 
told 
Congress 
the 
government should not have gotten in­ 
to the SST project in the first place. 


Towns Are Thriving 


The growth 
of 
megalopoli 
has 
prompted forecasts of the 
demise

the small town. The spread of the large 
metropolitan areas, accompanied by a t­ 
tempts to develop regional control, sug­ 
gest to many th at the small, 
indepen­ 
dent municipality is on the way 
out. 
The Urban Land Institute says: Not 
so.

Presidents Think-Time Produces Policy 


A T * N ixon-A Loner On Decisions

WASHINGTON (NEA)- What 
we have been looking at in the 
past few weeks—probably more 
clearly than ever before in his 
long public career—is the purest 
Richard Nixon. 
I mean to say much more 
by that than simply to endorse 
the President’s own televised 
assertion, backed up by the 
findings of diligent reporters, 
that he alone made the decision 
to send troops into Cambodia 
to assault Red sanctuaries. 
There is nothing new at nil 
about U.S. presidents making 
basically military decisions or 
operating as their own secre­ 
taries of state. They know, and 
commonly accept, that the big 
burden of judgment is theirs. 
What is possibly unique about 
Richard Nixon is not his heavily 
stressed reliance upon his own 
judgment but the magnitude of 
his distrust in others. 
One reason so much has been 
made of his seeming depend­ 
ence upon the advice of At­ 
torney General John Mitchell 
is that he is one of the few in 
Nixon's hierarchy who could In* 
detected in any kind of continu­ 
ing relationship with the Presi­ 
dent. 
But I have it from a closely 
attuned 
Nixon-wateher 
that 
Mitchell’s role in key decisions 
of many sorts probably 
has 
been 
grossly 
overplayed 
and 
that the attorney general almost 
surely was telling it straight 
when he told some students he 
had little to do with the Cam­ 
bodia decision. 
None of this means Nixon 
does not consult. Of course, he 
confers with military and for­ 
eign 
policy 
advisers, 
though 
probably with far fewer than 
some presidents have done. But 
the evidence is that their judg­ 
ments have a much smaller 
place in the “final mix” than 
might be the case with someone 
other than Nixon 
Surely this whole town and 
by now the nation knows that 
the President keeps not only 
his good friend. Secretary of 
State William Rogers, in the 
dark on impending decisions, 
but a wide ranee of lessor, vet 
important, foreign affairs spe­ 
cialists. 
Absolutely astounding is the 
word that Secretary of Defense 
Melvin Laird, on the eve of the 
announcement, 
was 
unaware 
the President was about to fix 
a 
150.000 
troop 
withdrawal 
figure for the next day. This 
is far more revealing than the 
evidence that Laird expressed 
reservations about the Cambodi­ 
an undertaking. For Laird has 
long been presumed to be in 
intimate understanding with the 
President on the political neces­ 
sity for troop withdrawals and 
a winding down of our role in 
Vietnam. 
When confidences are not ex­ 
changed at the crucial moment 
of decision, it suggests more 
than some notion about a need 


for “secrecy.” It .suggests the 
President’s unwillingness to test 
his 
judgment 
in 
the 
still 
smoldering fires of doubt among 
his aides. 
Here 
his 
much advertised 
penchant 
for “working 
isola­ 
tion” has a major bearing. 
It is easy to pass off his habit 
of sequestering himself with yel­ 
low pad and pencil as a wise 
means of buving “think time,” 
and to argue that Americans 
could not care less how he 
works so long as the results 
are productive in the fields of 
policy and action 
But one perceptive Nixonite 
believes, and he is persuasive, 
that Nixon uses the “isolation”

may infuse the judgments of 
people he might see in person, 
He wants to weigh their argu­ 
ments coldly from a sheet of 
paper. 
Is there a paradox in this?

The President unmis­ 
takably believes he has “strong 
points”—a grasp of foreign af­ 
fairs is one. of politics another.

“I just don’t think people are 
going to put all their faith in 
electoral kinds of things,” said 
Charles Palmer, president of 
the National Student Associa­ 
tion. who like Young favors the 
strike, draft resistance and sim ­ 
ilar methods. 
However, the vast majority of 
the newcomers are leaning to 
the peaceful process. 
The biggest problem is going 
to be keeping up the momen­ 
tum 
“What we’re demanding is a 
far higher level of commitment 
than you usually see among stu­ 
dents.” said Jeff Rudman. or­ 
ganizer of a political movement 
at Columbia University.
